HOLY LAND TOUR POSTPONED 


Due to the tense situation in the Middle East the 
State Department clamped a ban on Americans trav- 
elling in that area. Because of this ban on travel 
the “Easter Holy Land Tour” originally scheduled 
for April 2 and under the direction of the Rev. D. B. 
Hatfield has been cancelled for the present. Just as 
soon as the political situation clears up in those parts 
and the conductors of the tour can be assured safety 
for the trip, another date will be arranged and a 
public notice to this effect announced. The passengers 
lined up for this particular tour have been notified 
of the temporary cancellation of the tour plans. The 
itinerary of the above tour was planned so that 
the party would be present for the annual Easter 
Sunrise Service in the Garden and before the empty 
tomb of Christ in Jerusalem. The travel restrictions 
for the Middle East were recently lifted to allow a 
limited amount of visiting of the Holy Land, but a 
more favorable condition is hoped for in the immediate 
future; it is thought advisable to wait for such de- 
velopment to take place.

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A Missions Program for Your Church .

missionary program in his church there is 

something that he himself must do. He must 
realize his need for personal preparation. In order 
to be a real blessing to his congregation, this will 
have to be looked into. He must have a definite 
interest in missions; also, he needs the missionary 
vision that God has given to all who go into His 
service. If he is to make a success of the ministry, 
he must face squarely the challenge given to him 
by God of whether he is to be a pastor or missionary. 
He cannot promote wholeheartedly God’s program 
with a disobedient or non-surrendering attitude. 

If the minister has not had any training in mis- 
sions, he should take a full-time course in missions 
from a seminary or Bible school. His missionary 
studies should include courses such as Non-Christian 
Religions, Missionary Principles and Practices, and 
History of Christian Missions. In case he cannot make 
arrangements to attend a seminary or Bible school, 
he should enroll in a correspondence course in mis- 
sions from a suitable school. He should subscribe to 
good current missionary magazines, such as Mission- 
ary Challenge, Christian Digest, Macedonian Call, 
Church of God Evangel, and Lighted Pathway. You 
will find that the Lighted Pathway and Evangel are 
not solely missionary but carry missionary articles. 
After he has prepared himself he is then ready to 
set up a program that will reap rich dividends and 
enlarge our missionary borders. 

Since he is now prepared, the institution and main- 
taining of a strong and systematic missionary pro- 
gram for his church should thrill his heart. The best 
place for him to start his missionary program is 
from the pulpit. He should preach messages to his 
morning congregations on home and foreign missions. 
If possible, this should be done once a month; if 
not, then once a quarter. Occasionally it would build 
up the missionary interest of the church if he could 
have a visitor, such as a foreign missions secretary or 
a missionary on furlough, to speak to his congrega- 
tion. Missionaries who are on furlough are more than 
glad to accept an invitation to speak on the subject 
nearest and dearest to their hearts. ; 

Prayer meetings can be used to a good advantage 


J missin A PASTOR can set up any type of 


to stir up the missionary spirit within his people. One 
prayer meeting night each month should be set 
aside for this purpose. One of the best ways to arouse 
interest in missions is to see that the people know 
their missionaries by name and where their field 
of duty lies. It could also be pointed out to them 
what a sacrifice missionaries have to make and to 
what extremes a burden for souls will lead them. 
He could recommend that systematic correspondence 
be carried on by his church people. Time should 
be allotted for brief reports from missionaries, their 
testimonies, needs and requests for prayer. After the 
requests have been made known it would be good to 
call your people to prayer in behalf of the mission- 
aries. 

A missions study night could be set up to study 
the lives of great missionaries and also missionary 
enterprises by each individual country. This will add 
to their acquaintance the customs and practices of 
each country and even the types of homes the mis- 
sionaries live in, etc. 

Much interest can be obtained from a missionary 
display in the church. A missionary map of the world 
could be placed in the vestibule, auditorium, or even 
the hallways of the Sunday School Department. 
A thumb tack for each missionary, missions station, 
or city in each country could be placed on the map. 
Also the light bulb map could be used whereby you 
have an electric light burning at each place in that 
country which has been reached with the great mes- 
sage. 

If there should be a definite, pressing need con- 
cerning a missionary or missionaries, the pastor should 
call his people to prayer in their behalf at the earliest 
moment. The members will do likewise where the 
pastor habitually leads his congregation in earnest 
missionary intercession. 

The young people could use the missionary thought 
for a program once a month. The young people’s 
organization could correspond with the missionaries. 
They could sponsor a project to raise money to build 
a church in a foreign field, or possibly support a native 
worker. They could organize all their efforts for God 
and carry the message to the jails, hospitals, old 
folks’ homes, distribute tracts, hold street services, 
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and do other worth-while activities. The testimonies 
of the young people will have an influence on others 
and strengthen them in God. 

The Sunday School should have just as much mis- 
sionary zeal as the youth organization. The Sunday 
School superintendent could stress missions to his 
teachers in their meetings. Those sitting under the 
sound of the teachers’ voices are depending on them, 
and God is depending on them to feed and encourage 
their souls. If the proper seed is sown by the teachers, 
their scholars’ lives will be much richer and more 
effective for the Master. 


The pastor should consider the discovering, enlisting, 
and training of suitable candidates for the missionary 
service of great importance. There will be some who 
hate to give up their young people, however. When 
we say, “There is work enough to do at home,” or 
“The heathen have their own religions,’ we are dis- 
playing selfishness and cold unconcern for the spirit- 
ual welfare of those beyond one’s own people, neigh- 
borhood or nation. 

I do not feel the question in regard to our young 
people is, “Why should they go?” but “Why should 
they NOT go?” Whether we be parents, ministers, or 
just friends of those young people who desire to go, 
we must remember that there is nothing more im- 
portant in their lives than that they do the will of 
God; and there will be no peace, joy, or satisfaction 
until they reach this place in God. Let them feel 
free to say, “Lord, what wilt thou have me to do?” 


One of the more important phases of the missionary 
emphasis is the financial side. Regardless of the coun- 
try or field of labor, it must have a certain amount 
of financial backing. The pastor of the church, re- 
gardless of how small it is, should create a desire 
in the hearts of the people to want to give. Many 
people do not know what the proper way of giving 
is. They must be led, and to be led, the pastor must 
be the leader. He can also create the desire and lead 
them in the right way of giving by preaching to them 
from the Word of God or by personal work. 


Some people hold back because they hope they will 
call for maybe the second offering, or the impression 
that it will make on others in the church. This false 
attitude of giving must be subdued as well as others, 
such as everyone should give an equal amount, and 
maybe just once a year or so. The people need to be 
taught to give voluntarily, worshipfully, systematical- 
ly, proportionately, and sacrificially. Every church 
should have a definite aim when they give. It could 
be to support a missionary or a native worker; to 
build home or foreign mission stations; a home for 
a missionary; or even supplies for some particular 
field; it could be to educate a native boy or girl. 
People respond more readily when they have a goal 
in mind and can point to something concrete they 
have done. 

If the pastor has prepared himself and taught his 
people properly, he can have peace of soul, a happy 
congregation, and a rich ingathering of souls when 
our Big Brother Missionary says, ‘Well done, thou 
good and faithful servant.”

Assistant General Overseer 


member of the Executive Committee, one of 

my assignments brought great joy to my heart, 

and revealed many interesting facts about the work 

of the Church of God in Central and South America. 

Brother Hargrave, Latin American Superintendent, 

had written us giving the dates of conventions in 

various places. There was not time enough in the busy 

work schedule to allow a visit to all the conventions 

in Central and South America, but I did manage to 
attend some of them. 


After leaving Chattanooga Saturday night, Febru- 
ary 2, we arrived in Panama Sunday afternoon, Feb- 
ruary 3, and. were met at the airport by two of the 
brethren who took us to the convention which had 
been in progress for some days. The services that 
night were held at the Colon church. We were met 
there by Brother Hargrave and the pastor of the local 
church, along with the ministers from that area who 
were in a workers’ meeting. In the main auditorium 
the singing was going on and they were worshiping 
God. Shortly after my arrival, the workers’ meeting 
adjourned to the main auditorium for the evening 
service. 

The singing was the same spiritual singing that 
we enjoy here in the States, and God was pouring 
out His blessings upon the people as they sang the 
praises of the Lord. Some of the songs were in English 
and some in Spanish. I was invited to speak that 
night and enjoyed great liberty as I delivered the 
Word of God. There is a deep hunger in the hearts 
of men and women for a deeper walk with God, and 
when an invitation was given to come and tarry for 
a deeper walk with the Lord, many responded and the 
space around the front of the platform was filled 
with hungry seekers who were crying out to God. It 
is unfortunate that much opposition has arisen in 
that area and they are forced to close their services 
at a rather early hour because of the complaints of 
the people who live there. Despite this, however, people 
sought God hungrily and God poured out His Spirit 
upon them in a gracious way. 


a MONG THE MANY duties assigned me as a 
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After service that night, Brother Angvick, the over- 
seer of the Island, drove us to his home where he 
and his wife very hospitably entertained Brother Har- 
grave and me. I certainly felt at home and enjoyed 
my visit with them. 

The services Monday were held in a different 
church. The various services of the convention were 
spread out in different churches in the zone so that 
all could share in the blessings of the convention. 
The services that night were held in the Paraiso 
Church. It is a very lovely building, beautifully fin- 
ished inside and out, and shining white. A large crowd 
was gathered that night, crowding the building to its 
capacity. A lively song service was enjoyed by all and 
a special choir of the church rendered a number for 
the visitors. We were asked to speak again, and God 
poured out His Spirit upon us. The same results were 
manifest that night by hungry hearts filling the al- 
tar and seeking God till the late hours of the night. 

Brother Angvick, the overseer, is laboring his very 
best for God, and the Lord is blessing his efforts. He 
is blessed with a group of men and women who 
are anxious to see the work of the Church of God 
promoted there. They are working hard for God and 
His Church. I wish you would join us in prayer that 
God will continue His great blessings upon them in 
their labors in that island. The ministers and workers 
prayed long and hard with the many seekers that 
were in the altar that night, and their labors will be 
remembered by the Lord of the harvest. 

At the conclusion of the services, Brother Angvick 
drove us to the airport with some of the brethren. 
They stayed with us until our plane left that night. 
We continued our journey into South America, ar- 
riving at Lima, Peru, Tuesday morning, February 5. 
We were met at the Airport by Sister Ruth Alzamora 
who is serving with her husband as a missionary in 
Peru. We were taken to their home where we were 
entertained during our stay in Lima. Everything hu- 
manly possible was done to provide for us the com- 
forts and blessings of home. We deeply appreciate 
their kindness while visiting with them. 








After a short rest, we attended prayer meeting at 
the local church in Lima that night. The faithful 
ones were gathered at the church for prayer and we 
enjoyed a wonderful prayer meeting. The following 
morning Brother Juan Alzamora, some of his workers, 
Brother Hargrave and I left for a tour into the north- 
ern part of Peru to visit some of the churches. After 
driving all day, we arrived at Chimbote for services. 
A huge crowd met us at the church and the people 
kept coming until every seat was taken. Benches were 
borrowed and there was no more room to seat the 
people. They stood down the aisles and a large crowd 
was standing outside, unable to get on the inside. It 
was a wonderful service and many interesting things 
took place. 

During the service, a man and woman came down 
the aisle to be married. It was unusual in this re- 
spect; these people were straightening up their lives 
in order to be baptized and join the Church. They had 
been living together and had raised some children, but 
God had saved them and now they were being mar- 
ried in a Church of God service. Shortly after the 
wedding ceremony, the same man and wife came to 
the front with their children to be dedicated to the 
Lord. Among the touching scenes was a girl, whose 
parents were not present, who brought her little broth- 
er to the front to have him dedicated. 


I preached with Brother Hargrave interpreting for 
me, and God did richly pour out His Spirit with a 
great altar service. People crowded around the altar 
seeking God, and there was a great response in seeking 
the baptism of the Holy Ghost. Following the altar 
service a great healing service took place as we prayed 
for many. 

Before leaving Chimbote the next morning, Brother 
Alzamora conducted a baptismal service and baptized 
some of the folk who had been waiting for the mis- 
sionary to come visit them. 

We left Chimbote shortly after noon, heading back 
toward Lima. One of our stops on the way for serv- 
ices that night was Pativilca. This nice church, about 
thirty-six feet wide and about sixty feet long, was 
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built while Brother C. E. French was overseer of the 
work. There was a nice congregation out at the 
church. God showered His blessings upon us. I 
preached again that night with Brother Hargrave in- 
terpreting. Those people are really hungry for the 
gospel of the Lord Jesus Christ. 

On our way back to Lima for the beginning of the 
convention, we stopped along the way to pick up 
part of the meat that was going to be used to feed the 
convention crowd. The stop was at one of the farms 
where a large herd of goats was kept for milking and 
butchering. We picked out a nice goat and carried it 
into Lima where it was butchered for the convention. 

The convention was held in a large hall that was 
rented especially for the occasion as the local church 
was not large enough. When we gathered in the hall 
that night, Brother Alzamora called the people to the 
front and divided them into groups. Five separate 
groups were sent out on the streets with tracts to in- 
vite people to come into the services. They went out on 
the street corners, sang songs, handed out tracts, and 
invited the people to accompany them back to the 
convention. It was marvelous to see how hungry and 
eager those people were to work for God and His 
Church. Brother Hargrave preached the opening night 
of the convention. A marvelous spirit prevailed. There 
were at least four saved in the service. 

Saturday the day services were spent in business 
sessions to take care of the work of the Church of 
God in that area. It is necessary to have special meet- 
ings with the ministers to instruct them in the work 
of the Church, and also to help them with the prob- 
lems that arise. A lengthy business session was con- 
ducted Saturday afternoon which Brother Hargrave 
moderated. The services Saturday night were glorious. 
I was invited to speak, and Brother Hargrave inter- 
preted for me. The altar response was gracious; one 
was saved and two received the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost. 

Sunday morning dawned bright and fair. We left 
for the Sunday morning services and the outpouring 
of God’s Spirit. Brother Hargrave preached Sunday 
morning and what a marvelous blessing we enjoyed 
under his ministry of the Word. Sunday afternoon we 
left for a baptismal service. It was necessary to drive 
some distance to get to the river to conduct the 
baptismal service. Some of the people caught buses 
and walked quite a way to get to the spot where the 
baptismal service was to be held. 

When finally all had arrived, we gathered around 
to sing the praises of God. A short message was 
brought on baptism and Brother Hargrave led the 
group to be baptized out into the water. There were 
three women and four men baptized that afternoon, 
and God showered down His Spirit on them while they 
were in the water being baptized. They shouted and 
praised God, and my heart rejoiced at the manifes- 
tation of the Spirit of God. 

In that country the people are in no hurry in their 
worship of God, and it does not bother anyone if the 
hour grows late. At five minutes until ten Sunday 
night they turned the pulpit over to me to preach. 
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Brother Hargrave again interpreted for me. At the 
close of the service there were nine or more who 
joined the Church of God. During the service Sunday 
night their first missions offering was also received. 
It is touching to see the people, out of their need, giv- 
ing for the cause of missions to spread the gospel 
among their own people in that country. Were you to 
see some of those people who walked for miles coming 
down out of the Andes to hear the gospel, and the 
eagerness to take the gospel back to their people, I 
am sure your heart would be touched more than ever. 
In the services at Pativilca, a man came in who had 
heard about the convention and had walked for miles 
down out of the Andes mountains. He had no shoes 
whatever, but was anxious to hear the Word of God 
and enjoy the fellowship of the saints of God. How 
we should recount and praise God for the blessings 
that we have, for the fellowship of the saints of God 
and the privilege of enjoying often the good services 
of the Lord. 

As I was saying good-bye to the people of Peru and 
making preparations to leave, the people who came 
around to speak were not asking for us to send them 
money, while money is necessary to spread the gospel; 
they were asking for the prayers of the saints of God. 
I hope as you read this, and hereafter, that you will 
not fail to send up to God a prayer for the saints of 
God in that country. 

Brother Juan and Sister Ruth Alzamora, along with 
their fellow workers, are doing a great work for God 
in Peru. They have begun the first Bible school in 
Peru and are holding the classes in the front room of 
their home, and keeping some of the students in their 
house. This is a great sacrifice to them and causes 
much inconvenience, but that fine couple is willing to 
make the sacrifice that others may be trained to go 
out and spread the gospel of Christ to the lost and to 
the dying. Some of those students will leave that 
school winding their ways up the steep mountains of 
the Andes, and preach the everlasting gospel to souls 
that are lost in despair, thereby bringing light and 
happiness and hope to the souls of those who sit in 
darkness.

IF I HAD BEEN asked this question sev- 
eral years ago I would possibly have given a similar 
answer; but after having spent a number of years 
in varied mission fields, I can certainly do so with 
a greater understanding and realization of the prob- 
lems involved. 

We have served in places where there are modern 
conveniences, fellowship, healthy conditions, and pub- 
lic schools for our children to attend. Also, we have 
served in different sections that were detrimental to 
health, void of fellowship and modern conveniences, 
sections where the gospel had never been preached, 
areas where the languages had not been reduced to 
writing, where cannibalism would still exist except for 
government regulations, weeks would pass without so 
much as seeing another white person, and our three 
children received three years of their literary educa- 
tion under the instruction of their mother; yet, I 
would answer the question in the affirmative. 

Yes, I would be willing for my children to be foreign 
missionaries, because (1) to be a true child of God 
means surrendering our will to the will of God. 
(2) Even though my children belong to me and I 
love them dearly, since they have accepted Christ, 
they belong to Him, and it is not for me to choose 
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their field of labor. (3) God has promised protection 
for His own. (4) The need on the foreign field is 
much greater than we can comprehend. (5) If God 
was willing to send His only begotten Son to a

W HETHER MY CHILD becomes a foreign 
mission is a decision she will have to make.

Therefore, such 
a decision would indicate that my child was possessed 
of spiritual and moral integrity. 

(2) Before a person would accept a call and pre- 
sent himself for the mission fields, there must be 
a strong devotion to God’s will and a desire to help 
others. erefore, such a decision would indicate that 
my child had put God and His work first in her life. 

(3) Wher. a person goes into the harvest field to 
work for the Lord, he will bear fruit. Therefore, such 
a decision would indicate my family was doing service 
to the world and making a contribution to the cause 
of Christ. 

Therefore, should my child decide to become a 
foreign missionary, it would make “, — happy.

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vation with its glorious hope of heaven, per- 

haps we have failed to stress sufficiently the 
other phase of its many benefits—the blessings of 
the present. The glorious life after death, the hope 
of every Christian, thrills our hearts as we think of 
the reward that is ours in the future; but our present 
happiness deserves some consideration. To many the 
future seems so far removed that the present is of 
greater importance. In fact, if we think for a mo- 
ment, we find that most of us concern ourselves 
more with the things pertaining to the present than 
the future. In view of this particular interest in the 
things of this world, it is gratifying to know that God 
is also concerned with this life; and a little reflection 
will show that out of the abundance of His love He 
has not failed to make provisions for our happiness 
here and now. 

I am not attempting to convince anyone that to 
accept Christ as Saviour will bring immediate wealth 
and abundance of riches to us as individuals or as a 
nation. It is conceivable in our economy where un- 
ethical business practices may enhance the chances 
of some to acquire material possessions, that the 
sinner and ungodly may prosper in material things 
more than the godly; however, we must not be de- 
ceived into believing that happiness can be bought 
with riches. We are certainly standing on the au- 
thority of inspired truth when we affirm that for all 
legitimate purposes of life the Christian way leads to 
success and happiness far beyond anything the world 
can give, and that God will reward and prosper here 
and now those who subscribe to His will and live 
in harmony with His divine law. 

Occasionally man turns his thoughts and attention 
toward the future as did Job when he inquired, “If 
a man die, shall he live again?” Perhaps as we grow 
older the future holds more of our attention, but 
most of our thinking is concerned with our present 
well-being. Self-preservation is man’s first concern, 
and too often he has imagined that he could take 
care of himself by his own power.

million people. In view of present facts, we cannot 
safely assume that man is capable of protecting him- 
self. These things force us to the conclusion that we 
must depend on God. 

The question that confronts us now is, will we 
realize our error soon enough and make amends be- 
fore destruction comes? When will humanity awaken 
to the fact that human efforts alone are not suf- 
ficient? When shall we heed the warnings of God’s

Word and come into harmony with His divine will and 
follow the instructions of righteousness, which alone 
leads us to victory?

May we do so 
before it is too late. 


WE MUST CONCEDE that man has been 
painfully slow in learning his lesson of life. The tear- 
ful tragedies of highway fatalities that reach in- 
creased record heights continually, as they were high- 
lighted by our last Christmas celebration with nearly 
a thousand deaths, does not stop the reckless march of 
highway suicide. The cries of hungry children and 
mothers left widows by alcoholic husbands all over the 
nation fail to awaken our conscience to the terrible 
evils of liquor which may be bought on almost any 
street corner. Is not God trying to show us where 
we are and awaken us to our responsibilities? How 
much more will it take before we will accept the 
remedy for our own salvation? If Pearl Harbor could 
awaken a nation overnight to gird herself for war to 
defend her shores and defeat the enemy, why cannot 
we be alerted spiritually by the terrible disasterous 
events that are taking place around us at the present 
time. May the Lord help us to meet this challenge 
while there is yet time. 

The near hopelessness of our world predicament only 
shows us the power Satan has over our universe. 
Humanity struggling frantically for self-preservation, 
the church marshalling its forces with renewed 
energy, all seem insufficient to stop the tide of hu- 
manity in its mad rush toward oblivion. After the 
bombs have struck perhaps an awakening will come, 
but it will be too late for countless millions and per- 
haps civilization itself.

is only a reiteration of the facts that are constantly 
coming from those who know the facts concerning our 
world situation. 

I do not believe our danger can be overemphasized 
at this time; however, I am sure the hope of averting 
such imagined disaster that fills the hearts of all 
those who may paint a more optimistic picture is 
shared even to a greater degree by every true believer 
of the One who holds the destiny of the world in 
His hand. They are the only ones who can have 
the inward assurance that whatever happens to our 
world or to humanity physically, their ultimate des- 
tiny is safe and secure. 


Frankly, genuine believers need have no anxiety 
over the present situation. Whatever the immediate 
future holds for humanity, the Christian faith bridges 
the chasm with the vision of triumph and ultimate 
victory. The thud of horsehoofs, the swish of swords, 
the clanging of armor, the rumbling of tanks, and the 
roar of cannon heard through the centuries are only 
the visible eruptions of a continuous cold war that 
has existed since that fateful battle of Eden in which 
man suffered his greatest defeat by Satan. However, 
when the ominous thunder of war clouds are heard 
in our ears, it is a great source of satisfaction to 
know that, as America has never lost a war, God’s 
Church has never been defeated, and His Word is our 
guarantee that we shall be victorious and that every- 
thing lost in beautiful Eden will be regained and 
more in the new paradise to be won. 


The world picture, we must admit, looks uncertain 
for the future. No one doubts the possibility of war 
or the terrible consequence which would follow. If it 
comes, we must be right with God because we may all 
share in its destruction. It is gratifying to know that 
if war can be averted, the future prosperity for our 
nation looks very bright indeed. All Christians share 
in the desire of peace-loving people that the world 
may be permitted to enjoy peace and prosperity on 
earth. However, we know that peace and prosperity 
here can be enjoyed for only a few years, and then 


we must reckon with God. Without peace with Him 
mortal life is all there is for anyone, but with faith 
in Him there is assurance of immortal life and 
heavenly happiness, worlds without end. The Christian 
simply cannot lose and the sinner cannot win. 


GOD’s PLANS and covenants for man 
call for his eternal redemption. That much we are 
certain of, but this does not mean that every human 
being will be saved. That does not preclude the fact 
that countless numbers may be lost. It simply means 
that “whosoever will’ may be saved.God puts salvation 
on a volunteer basis. With this fact in mind it should 
be clearly seen that the Christian point of view is 
not just a prediction of doom or a nostalgic reflection, 
but rather a statement of Biblical fact which should 
lead us all to seek the protection of God’s grace in a 
world of uncertainty. 

No one but God knows what the immediate future 
holds, but we know what has been in the past, and 
judging by the past we know that God has had a hand 
in the destiny of humanity. Sometimes with the 
severity of judgment He has directed His people and 
delivered them from the adversary; at other times He 
has shown His will by His benevolence and grace. 
Whether in the near future He will lead us to Him- 
self by the hand of chastisement or the power of His 
Word depends upon us, as it has depended upon our 
predecessors. Whichever way it comes, it will be for 
His glory for He never makes a mistake or veers 
from that which is for the highest good of His king- 
dom. 

The tragic history of the flood with its destruction 
of the human race, except eight souls, had its benefits. 
It gave man a chance to start all over again without 
the blighting influence of wickedness and unbelief 
which had cut God off from man in the past. The 
fact that God intervened before it was too late—as 
He has so gloriously done in many other Biblical 
incidents—is assurance that He will bring His kingdom 
to final and complete victory. 


The greatest battle to be fought is not an atomic 
war. It is the battle between the Church and Satan 
that is now in progress. This is a battle in which 
every individual is engaged on one side or the other. It 
is not a new battle.

Victory is assured to His Church, but personal vic- 
tory depends on every individual. A great multitude 
will lose, and their loss will be total and eternal. 
The devil will be cast into the bottomless pit together 
with those who serve him. A great host of blood- 
washed saints will win, and their victory also shall be 
eternal. Eternal life is promised to the faithful. On 
which side are you? May you choose Christ now. 
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In choosing sides do not look to the size of the 
armies, but look rather for the right; then stand 
there regardless of how hard the fight may be, for 
victory will come in the end to those who are loyal. 
When Davy Crockett and the handful of patriots at 
the Alamo stepped across the line signifying their 
choice to fight to the death, they knew that ultimately 
their side would win. They were not looking at the 
immediate battle; they looked beyond to the time when 
the final victory would be won, and they had no 
doubt as to its outcome. 


Regardless of how dark the picture may be, we 
know the final victory belongs to the Church and 
the individuals who serve under the banner of the 
Prince of Peace; therefore, our message is not one 
of doom, but of triumph. We are not afraid to face 
the facts, knowing that if the worse should come, we 
are ready, for we have made the choice of Christ 
in whom to trust is life everlasting. For present and 
future salvation we recommend Him to everyone as 
the only hope for the world.
